| What an array of Scriptures which

excommunicated, his life in jeopardy. 
“Matthew 10:35 to 39 reads: “For I am 
come to set a man at variance against 
his father, and the daughter against her 
mother, and the daughter-in-law against 
her mother-in-law. And a man’s foes 
‘shall be they of his own household. He 
that loveth father or mother more than 
‘me is not worthy of me: and he that 
loveth son or daughter more than me is 
not worthy of me: and he that loveth son 
or daughter more than me is not worthy 
of me. And he that taketh not his cross, 
‘and followeth after me, is not worthy of 
me. He that findeth his life shall lose 
it: and he that loseth his life for my sake 
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shall find it.” Many seem to know little 
of this, or having gone through it, have 
compromised and no longer have this 
problem. 


This is Rally Night. It is not a Sunday 
School, nor Christ’s Ambassadors nor a 
political rally. It is not just for a shout 
and a good time, but for a rally back 
to the old paths of consecration, which 
means, first, the call of God in one’s 
life; second, a yieldedness to the Spirit;

As we stand on the porch looking out 
at the multitude who are scattered with- 
out a shepherd, sinful, wanton, pleasure 
mad, vice enthralled, war conscious, blood 
red battlefields, we need to run to the 
altar to offer up for the sins of the 
people and cry aloud, “Oh, God, spare 
thy people. It is not only the worldlings, 
the sinful, who need prayer, but THY 
PEOPLE who ate neglecting Thy house, 
Thy servants are working on the Lord’s 
days, Thy people and ministers are for- 
saking (1) the way of righteousness; 
(2) the call to sacrifice; (3) suffering; 
(4) witnessing; (5) living for Thee. Thy 
Name is reproached.” 


Jesus wept over Jerusalem: “Oh, Je- 
rusalem, Jerusalem ... and ye would 
not.” The servant is not above his master. 
It is sufficient to be as the Master and 
He gave His life a ransom for many. 
(Matt. 26:38) “My soul is exceeding sor- 
rowful, even unto death.” Are we like- 
wise burdened? 


“The sacrifices of God are a broken 
spirit: a broken and a contrite heart, 


O God, thou wilt not despise.” (Ps. 51:17) 


“For godly sorrow worketh repentance 
to salvation not to be repented of: but the 
sorrow of the world worketh death.” 
(2 Cor. 7:10) May the Lord give us the 
broken heart and godly sorrow not to 
be repented of that we may rise to the 
occasion confronting us in the need of 
the world and the church. We are told 
in Hebrews 5:7-10 that Jesus “who in 
the days of his flesh, when he had offered

crying and tears unto him that was able 
to save him from death, and was heard in 
that he feared; though he were a son, 
yet learned he obedience by the things 
which he suffered; and being made per- 
fect he became the author of eternal 
salvation unto all them that obey him.” 


Note that He was a SUPPLIANT. 
Note His weakness; His need for prayer 
in the days of his flesh, days of poverty, 
soul sickness, weariness, reproaches, temp- 
tations. He felt His necessity for help. 
He offered up prayer and supplications 
with strong crying and tears. He had 
many needs. He implored, besought, 
wrestled, and, like Elijah, may have cried 
and prayed seven times for the same thing, 
like Hezekiah, he wept, deep, plaintive, 
touching, heartbreaking, “If it be pos- 
sible, let this cup pass from me.” He 
could no longer call, only tears could 
flow. He was exhausted, and Mark 14:35 
tells us, He “fell on the ground”; Luke 
22:44 reads: “and being in agony, he 
prayed earnestly: and his sweat was as it 
were great drops of blood falling down 
to the ground.” Do we pray and wrestle 
that way? The need is just as urgent 
today. We kneel sometimes, but the 
need is to fall before God, weep, agonize, 
cry aloud. Be not ashamed of being weak. 
Our Lord did so before us. In Joel 1:8, 
9, 13 and 14, we read, “Lament like a 
virgin girded with sackcloth for the hus- 
band of her youth. The meat offering and 
the drink offering is cut off from the 
house of the Lord; the priests, the Lord’s 
ministers mourn. ... Gird yourselves, 
and lament, ye priests: howl, ye ministers 
of the altar: come, lie all night in sack- 
cloth, ye ministers of my God: for the 
meat offering and the drink offering is 
withholden from the house of your God.” 

“Blow ye the trumpet in Zion, and 
sound an alarm in my holy mountain: 
let all the inhabitants of the land tremble: 
for the day of the LORD cometh, for it 
is nigh at hand. . . . Therefore also now, 
saith the LORD, turn ye even to me 
with all your heart, and with fasting, 
and with weeping, and with mourning: 
and rend your hearts, and not your gar- 
ments, and turn unto the Lord your

| We are told by some that the supernat- 
ural workings of the Holy Spirit such 
as tongues, the inter- 
pretation of tongues, 
and like gifts disap- 
peared at the close of 
the apostolic age. We 
are further informed 
that one must not 
expect the repetition 
of the occurence on 


the day of Pen- 
tecost in our day. 
Consistent with this 


e of thought is the charge that where 
ch supernatural phenomena do occur it 
nnot be of God but is merely the mani- 
station of hysteria in neurotic and mis- 
ided individuals. Some have even gone 
so far as to say that what is called the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit in our day is the 
ork of the devil. That is a pretty strong 
atement for any one to make. We pro- 
se, therefore, to examine this subject 
and seek to determine whether this mani- 
festation of supernatural power is of God, 
the work of man, or the manifestation of 
the demonic power of the devil. 
| In the first place it is well to face this 
fact: All through the church age there 
have been recurrences of the work of the 
oly Spirit in the manifestation of the 
supernatural operations of God. It is only 
‘the ignorant and uninformed who state 
“the contrary. Anyone who will take the 
Hirouble to consult a good encyclopedia 
“will discover, probably with great amaze- 
' ment, that the modern so-called “tongues 

“movement” is a continuation of what God 
" began to do on the day of Pentecost, and 
"has, at various times during the last nine- 
' teen centuries, continued to do. 
Space and time both forbid our going 
| into this in detail. We leave it to the 
“reader to confirm this statement by his 
~ own research. The Irvingites of England 
are a case in point. During the nineteenth 
‘century there were a number of times 
‘when the Holy Spirit was manifested as 
"on the day of Pentecost. One writer de- 

scribes a meeting held in a Y.M.C.A. in 

Sunderland, England. Mr. D. L. Moody 
and Ira Sankey were invited to speak to 
“the young men of the aforementioned in- 
“stitution. The writer describes what he 
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by L. R. Keys 
himself saw when he attended this meet- 
ing: “When I got to the rooms of the 
Y.M.C.A. I found the meeting on fire. 
The young men were speaking in tongues, 
and prophesying.” 

We are told by Mr. Stanley H. Frod- 
sham, from whose valuable book, “With 
Signs Following,” I take some brief quo- 
tations, that thirty-four years later there 
was a similar visitation in Sunderland, 
England, this time in an Episcopal church. 
In our own country in Providence, Rhode 
Island, a pastor, the Reverend R. B. Swan, 
testified, “In the year 1875 our Lord be- 
gan to pour out His Spirit; my wife and 
I with a few others, began to utter a few 
words in the ‘unknown tongue.’” 


In the year 1879 a young man by the 
name of Jethro Walthall, received a 
mighty baptism of the Holy Spirit. He 
testified: “At that time I was filled with 
the Spirit, I could not say what I did, but 
I was carried out of myself for the time 
being. Sometimes in the services and 
sometimes when alone in prayer, I would 
fall prostrate under God’s mighty power. 
Once, under a great spiritual agitation, I 
spoke in tongues. I knew nothing of the 
Bible teaching about the Baptism or speak- 
ing in tongues, and thought nothing of 
what had happened in my experience.” He 
became a minister of a well-known denom- 
ination but says, “I knew the light I had 
received was not countenanced by the 

, ministry, and it finally led to 
my being expelled from the church for 
heresy. The charges specified against me 
were my belief in the Holy Spirit Bap- 
tism, Bible Holiness, and Divine Heal- 
ing.” Instances could be multiplied, for 
there is no lack, but let us get along to 
the twentieth century. 


In the fall of 1900 in the city of To- 
peka, Kansas, a number of God’s people 
had met together for the study of God’s 
Word. These sincere Christians began to 
study the subject of the Holy Spirit. They 
saw that there was an experience recorded 
in the Word which they did not possess. 
They continued to seek the Lord spend- 
ing much time in prayer and waiting upon 
God. But let one of those who were there 
tell her experience: “Like some others. I 
thought I had received the baptism in the 


Holy Ghost at the time of consecration, 
but when I learned that the Holy Spirit 
was yet to be poured out in greater ful- 
ness, my heart became hungry. At times I 
longed for the Holy Spirit to come in 
more than for my necessary food. We 
wete admonished to honor the blood of 
Jesus Christ and to let it do its work in 
our hearts. This brought great peace and 
victory. 


“On watchnight we had a blessed setv- 
ice, praying that God’s blessing might 
rest upon us as the new year came in. 
During the first day of 1901 the presence 
of the Lord was with us in a marked way, 
stilling our hearts to wait upon Him for 
greater things. A spirit of prayer was up- 
on us in the evening. It was nearly eleven 
o’clock on this first day of January that 
it came into my heart to ask that hands 
be laid upon me that I might receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. As hands were 
laid upon my head the Holy Spirit fell 
upon me, and I began to speak in tongues, 
glorifying God. I talked several languages. 
It was as though rivers of living water 
were proceeding from my innermost be- 
ing.” 

From there this outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit spread through Kansas and the 
south including Texas. In 1906 there was 
a great outpouring of the Spirit in Los 
Angeles. Men and women from all over 
the United States attending the meetings 
in Los Angeles, receiving the outpouring 
of the Spirit in their own lives and then 
returning to their homes and churches 
in various parts of the United States, 
carrying the message and the fire with 
them. It was not long until the out- 
pouring of the Spirit was reported from 
all parts of our country, and hungry, 
thirsty souls were being filled with the 
Holy Ghost.

IV. The White Throne Judgment 
Verses 11-15 


This is not the judgment of believers; 
all believers will have part in “the first 
resurrection” and will “appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ” while the storm 
of the tribulation shall be raging below, 
and each will be assigned to his own place 
and accorded his own task during the 
millennium. It seems likely that none ex- 
cept sinners will die during the millen- 
nium (see Isa. 65:20), and, consequently, 
all to be resurrected before the White 
Throne Judgment will be the wicked 
dead. The second resurrection will be 
“the resurrection of the unjust, or the 
unjustified.” The object of the appear- 
ance of the resurrected wicked before God 
will be that their guilt may be proven, not 
only to their own satisfaction, but to that 
of an assembled universe. 

The books will be opened. God keeps 
books. In them are recorded all the deeds 
of men, and no record made in these 
books is ever blotted out except through 
the blood of Christ. Those who avail 
themselves of the atonement that has been 
made for sinners have the record of their 
sins blotted out and their names written 
in the book of life, and evidently God’s 
object in having the book of life opened 
will be that it may be proven that the 
resurrected wicked appearing before the 
White Throne failed, while they had the 
opportunity, to avail themselves of the 
grace of God and obtain forgiveness and 
cleansing. 

This will be a judgment “according to 
works.” David prayed, “Enter not into 
judgment with Thy servant; for in Thy 
sight shall no man living be justified” 
(Ps. 143:2). There is only one way by 
which men can be justified, and that is 
through Christ (Rom. 3:20-26).

What have you done about increasing

It would be highly in order then to call 
this condition to the attention of your 
church board or to the officials with au- 
thority to act. The fact that you aren’t 
hearing any complaints from your pastor 
is not to be taken as evidence that his sal- 
aty doesn’t need adjusting. He isn’t the 

_complaining kind. 

In many cases this action will come un- 
der the heading of an economic necessity. 
But whether the need is that urgent, con- 
sideration of the personal needs of your 
minister is sure to be rewarded with a 
heart-felt appreciation that’s worth far 
more than the extra dollars he will receive.

He has been coming ever 
since, and he and his family have joined 
the fellowship of our church. 

“We are endeavoring to build up the 
C. A. work here in Lindsay, and would 
very much appreciate the prayers of God’s 
children for this particular phase of our 
work.” 


I am glad that I have been asked to 
write this report at this time because it 
comes at the close of two years of Gospel 
work for fighting men. It was in Febru- 
aty, 1941, while conducting evangelistic 
meetings for another Glad Tidings alum- 


nus, that God led me to carry the gospel 


to service men. Trusting the Lord, this 
venture of faith has carried me to army 
camps and naval bases in every corner 
of the country, in thousands of miles of 
miracles of salvation, healing and financ- 
ing. 

Thousands of young men have heard 
the gospel and many hundreds have been 
saved. 121,071 Testaments have been 
placed in the hands of fighting men, and 
with these, 397,550 gospels have gone to 
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other fighting men of our armed forces, 
making a total of more than half a mil- 
lion volumes of God’s Word that have 
been given to our boys in service in con- 
nection with evangelistic efforts in military 
training centers. I am still amazed at the 
way God has worked and wonder at His 
many metcies, 

In Texas, Florida, and Maine, and to 
every corner of this great nation, God 
has opened doors to military training cen- 
ters and made possible gospel services 
under scores of varying conditions. In 
every service, regardless of rain or clime, 
there is one message—‘Jesus Christ, the 
same, yesterday, today and forever, who 
will in no wise cast out any who come 
unto Him.” 

Men are the same the world over, and 
when faced with uncertainties, with catas- 
trophe, with adversity, or death, they 
turn to God though they may have te- 
jected Him their life long before. Over 
and over again it has been proven that 
the careless, indifferent, hardened fellow 
who disregarded the gospel turned to ask 
spiritual guidance, a Testament, or some- 
one to pray when he knew that he was 
going into battle overseas. 

Returning from services with our fight- 
ing men at Key West, Florida, we stopped 
by a moonlit bridge to speak to a lonely 
sentry and found there a boy, 2,000 miles 
away from home—alone and needing a 
friend. With the Gulf of Mexico on the 
left and the Caribbean sea on the right, 
we had the joy of pointing that weary 
soul to the Lord. Say! there was joy on 


that Florida key that night, and as the 


clock pointed to 1:15 a.m. he said, “I am 
so happy because now I know that I am 
saved.” He is only one of many hundreds 
of others who have found the Lord as 
their Savior in similar ways; and only 
one of over 7,000,000 boys in our armed 
forces, most of whom need the gospel 
just as much. Not only privates, but a 
major came one day to ask for direction 
to Jesus Christ; and just the other day, 
Lt. Commander A. G. Ford of the United 
States Coast Guard, in asking me for a 
New Testament, said, “I have never had 
a Testament or a Bible of my own until 
now.” 

In El Paso, Texas, 1,800 men gathered 
at 5:20 in the morning to hear the gospel 
and stood eagerly as the message was 
preached. You can be sure that it wasn’t 
hard to preach to a congregation like that, 


but the important thing is this, that was 
the last gospel those boys heard, for they 
left for a Pacific island outpost in less 
than twelve hours after the close of that 
service, and letters from those boys who 
have since been engaged in battle with 
our oriental enemies tell how God has 
kept them through it all. 


In Florida, from three to four thousand 
men came regularly to services that we 
held at nine o’clock on Sunday morning 
and with no chapel or tabernacle or even 
a theatre that could hold them, we just 
went out on the grass and used that for 
seats and the heavens for a roof. Then 
in the manner that Jesus preached to the 
multitude and with the message that He 
spake to Nicodemus, I could but pro- 
claim, “Ye must be born again.” Men in 
the service feel their need of God and 
want something more than cake, pies, 
dances, and patties. 


In Georgia one night when it was so 
cold that I preached with an overcoat on 
and men were wrapped in blankets, more 
than five hundred sat out there on the 
hillside, and when the invitation was given 
to accept Jesus as their Savior, more than 
half of that entire crowd of men rose and 
moved forward; tears were plentiful as 
some stood and some kneeled in the dust, 
but all prayed. It was a scene that made 
all of heaven rejoice and made many moth- 
ets glad. 

And one night aboard a Merchant 
Marine training ship in Tampa, Florida, 
before the invitation was ever given, one 
boy started to his feet and then forward; 
another followed him and then a third 
until thirty-nine men were on their feet 
without an invitation and before I had 
even finished preaching—of course there 
was joy there that night and tears as men 
and boys (for some of them were very 
young), all sought Jesus—and found 
Him. 

One of the boys who was saved went 
to sea a few days later and his ship was 
torpedoed and he was lost—but thank 
God that we had had that service a few 
nights before and he was saved when he 
went out to sea. 

Today, American boys are in all battle- 
fronts—in Africa, Australia, England, the 
Solomons, Iceland, etc. These boys are 
dying and suffering because men have 
disregarded God. I have preached to thou- 
sands of those boys in the army camps 


and I have given the Word of God to 
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over one quarter million of them; but 
many of them we have failed to reach— 
thousands of them went without the 
gospel, without a Testament or a Bible. 
We gave out 24,000 gospels one day and 
left many still unreached. I gave out 
3,000 New Testaments one day and there 
were still many unreached; 12,000 Testa- 
ments to an Armored Division that is 
probably in Africa now; 8,000 Testaments 
I gave to another group of men, but there 
were still so many unreached. 

The world is thinking in terms of men 
today. Millions of fighting men, men for 
the army, men for the navy and the air 
force. Men wage war against men. A 
certain combat is termed a great victory 
because 15,000 men perished—men—indi- 
viduals or thousands are the concern of 
the world. 

The world wants men to die—Japs, 
Nazis or Fascists. The Axis want “Yanks” 
and “Tommies” to die—but too few peo- 
ple are concerned whether those men are 
prepared to die in Christ or that others 
are prepared to live for Christ. 

Will you pray that men of our armed 
forces shall hear more of the gospel and 
of Jesus’ power to save?

quote the words of the Reverend Horace 
Bushnell as found in his book, “Nature 
and the Supernatural”: “As regards the 
general truth that supernatural facts, such 
as healings, tongues, and other gifts may 
as well be manifested now as at any for- 
mer time, and that there has never been 
a formal discontinuance, I am perfectly 
satisfied. I know no proof to the contrary 
that appears to me to have a straw’s 
weight.” 

Today there are hundreds of thou- 
sands of people all over the face of the 
eatth who have been filled with the Holy 
Spirit, speaking in other languages as the 
Holy Spirit gives them utterance. This 
modern outpouring of the Spirit which 
is apostolic in origin has affected and in- 
cluded all races and classes of society. It 
has expressed itself in a number of organi- 
zations called by various names, among 
which is the organization known as the 
Assemblies of God and of which the speak- 
er is a member. The Assemblies of God is 
the largest Pentecostal and Full Gospel 
organization in the world today. Its preach- 
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ers and missionaries (in normal times) 
cover the earth. 

And what shall be said of the experience 
which has made such a difference in the 
lives of hundreds of thousands of indi- 
viduals. Is it of God? Is it of man? Is it 
of the devil? “By their fruits ye shall know 


-them.”As a whole these people who have 


received this experience love the Lord 
Jesus Christ with all their hearts. They 
read and study their Bibles avidly. They 
are on fire for God with an up-to-date 
testimony of what God means to them.

“A Real Japanese Christian” 
| Under the title, “How a Real Japanese 
Christian Acts,” Henry H. Crane tells 
the following story in Christian Century: 
» It happened in Detroit a few days after 
‘December 7, 1941. A Japanese gentleman, 
J. Y. Shimoda, was leaving a restaurant, 
7 suddenly he was struck from behind 
by a stout club. His assailant was a Fili- 
‘pino bus boy. Mr. Shimoda was stunned, 
| well- nigh unconscious, and blood poured 
| from a gaping scalp wound, but he looked 
; at the Filipino and then calmly, even gra- 
ciously, said, “Oh, I understand. You 
: ‘are a Filipino. Because my people wicked- 
ly attacked Manila, you hate all Japanese. 
By ou want to kill me. I sympathize with 
| your people, but you ought to keep cool. 
I am an American citizen. I love this 
‘country more than you do, and more wise- 
ly. Iam not afraid of you. I could knock 
~you down. But I must not do so. 
Christian. I must maintain a Christian 
attitude. But I must have you arrested, 
‘to teach you a lesson in self-control.” He 
‘called the police, who took the Filipino to 
headquarters. However, Mr. Shimoda re- 
fused to sign a complaint. Instead he 
forgave the Filipino, passing off the club- 
bing as “just an emotional outburst.” 
A newspaper editor was so impressed 
“by the Christlike attitude shown by this 
Japanese that he published a two-column 
cut of Mr. Shimoda and the Filipino, hand 
in hand, beaming at each other like bosom 
friends; and he said, “Say, if you come 
across another Christian like that, send 
him to see me.” 


Mark of the Beast

Girls of teen age loaf and drink 
in beer saloons.’—American Baptist. 


Labeling Liquor 

Three members of the American Medi- 
cal Association and the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science 
recently read papers before these societies 
in which they declared that “the present 
sale of alcoholic beverages appears to 
run afoul of the Federal Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act in two important respects,” 
both having to do with misbranding. 
These three doctors suggest the follow- 
ing label for every bottle of alcoholic 
liquor: 

“WARNING: May be habit-forming; 
not for use by children. If this beverage 
is indulged in immoderately it may cause 
intoxication, later neuralgia and paralysis, 
and serious mental derangement, such as 
delirium tremens, and other curable and 
incurable mental diseases, as well as kid- 
ney and liver damage.”

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MACARTHUR NOT FOR CHANGE 
IN AUSTRALIAN SUNDAY 


Australia observes Sunday more care- 
fully than does the United States. 

The presence of U. S. troops in Aus- 
tralia was used by some as an excuse to 
attempt to introduce Sunday amusements. 

But from General MacArthur’s aide-de- 
camp came word that: “The General is 
most concerned over what appears to be a 
misapprehension that the question of Sun- 
day entertainment for troops arose from 
his headquarters. . . . I assure you that 
no one is more anxious to retain the 
sanctity of God’s day than General Mac- 
Arthur.” 

Possibly the General believes the old 
Irish verse: 

“A Sunday well spent means a week of 
content 

And rest for the toils of tomorrow; 
But a Sunday profaned, no matter what 

gained, 

Is a certain forerunner of sorrow.” 

And in recognition of National Bible 
Week, General MacArthur said in a cable- 
gram that because of the “spiritual signifi- 
cance” of the world conflict, we can 
“declare our faith and confidence with 
God’s help in our final victory.” 

The cablegram was received by Howard 
Chandler Christy, chairman of the Lay- 
men’s National Committee, Inc., which 
sponsors National Bible Week. 

And a letter to Christy from President 
Roosevelt declared that by the dissemi- 
nation of the Bible “you are making 
available to the American people a fount- 
ain of strength, a source of inspiration 
and comfort to all who receive it and 
accept it as their Guide and Friend.” 

All who so accept the Scriptures can 
appreciate the words of the Psalmist, who 
said: 

“Thy testimonies have I taken as an 
heritage for ever: for they are the rejoic- 
ing of my heart.” (Psalm 119:111) 


The story is told of a well-known Welsh 
preacher who went to deliver the address 
at the funeral of a pious and venerable 
village minister in South Wales. Hundreds 
of miners assembled in silence around the 
grave, and these were the first words that 
fell upon their ears: “My brethren, the 
greatest obstacle on your road to hell has 
been removed.”

Moody, the man of tireless activity, 
once said, “Some day you will read in 
the papers that D. L. Moody, of East 
Northfield, is dead. Don’t you believe a 
word of it! At that moment I shall be 
more alive than I am now, I shall have 
gone up higher, that is all—out of this 
old clay tenement into a house that is 
immortal; a body that death cannot touch, 
that sin cannot taint; a body fashioned 
like unto his glorious body.

Frederick L. Knowles, who went to an 
early grave, gave the world substantially 
the same message in his swan song:
